Mckinley's Official Household Has 
Been Broken Up, 


PENNSYLVANIAN TAKER 


Pastmaster General Resigns and Says 
It Was Ill Health 


CHARLES EMORY SMITH KEW MEMBER 


Change Came Suddenly and Caused 
Considerable Comment Through- 
out Official Circles, but It 
Means Nothing Po- 
litically. 


Washington, April 21.—(Special.)—Post- 


master General Gary has resigned from 
President McKinley's cabinet and Charles 


Emory Smith, of Philadelphia, has been 


named as his successor. 

This announcement was made public to- 
day and it contributed no little to today’s 
excitement, though perhaps not to the ex- 
tent such a change would in normal times. 
The resignation was totally unexpected. It 
had not even been hinte@ at to any of the 
senators and representatives who are close 
to the administration and the first that was 
known was when the formal announcement 
was made at the capitol. 

Coming as it did on a day when every- 
thing was supposed to have a bearing on 
the war situation, the announcement of 
General Gary’s resignation naturally gave 
rise to a lot of rumors and speculations. 

There was talk of a difference between 
the president and his postmaster general 
over some phases of his Cuban policy and 
it was represented that General Gary was 
so strong a peace man that he could not 
get his own consent to remain in the cabl- 
net while a war was on. Another story 
which Was repeated with much definiteness 
of details, was that Gary had made the 
strongest possible promises and had given 
the strongest assurances through Cardinal 
Gibbons to the pope that there would be 
no war, so he felt impelled to resign since 
his assurances had proved of no value. 

No Indications of Ill Health. 

General Glary himself is very positive in 
his statement that his retirement is neces- 
sitated by fll health, but it is generally be- 
lieved in Washington that there some 
other reason. There have been no other in- 
dications of ill health. 

The appointment of Charles Emory Smith 
to a Cabinet position is very generally com- 
mended. The excellence of the selection 
cannot be “questioned. There has during 
the past two or three weeks been some in- 
distinct talk of the Philadelphia editor in 
connection with the state department where 
a strong hand is so sadly needed and it 
would not have been so great a surprise 
had the announcement been made that he 


is 


_had taken the place of John Sherman, who 


has ceased to be even a figure head. 

Mr. Smith has been here a good deal 
during the past few days. It was generally 
understood that he had been giving. the 
president the benefit of his experience as 
minister to Russta and of his knowledge 
of internaffonal law in these international 
complications, but the idea of his being 
placed at the head of the postoffice de- 
partment had not entered the head of uny- 
body. 

Long Under Consideration. 

It seems, however, that the change has 
been under contemplation for some 
and that during those days there has been 
a genenal smoothing out of political wrin- 
kles. When the announcement was made 
today the first opinion expressed on all 
sides was that this was a slap at Quay. 
But Quay didn’t seem at al! troubled and 
when asked if he wae going to fight the 
confirmation, declared that he was not. 

This set some of those familiar with 
Pennsylvania politics to studying the col- 
umns of The Philadelphia Press and it 
was found that not for ten days or more 
has there been a line derogatory of Quay 
and his machine in that hertofore anti- 
Quay organ.

Woodford Guarded to the Frontier. 


General Woodfard arrived at the station 
about a quarter of an hour in advnece of the 
hour at which the train wee eg why hn 
leave. The train started half an hour ta 
and during the interval General Woodford 
conversed with the representatives of the 
foreign press and a number of private 
friends. ' 

An immense crowd gathered at the sta- 
tion, composed of all classes.

Not a Kindly Farewell. 

Senor Aguilera, the civil governor of 
Madrid, his giant figure rising head and 
shoulders above the crowd, in a stento- 
rian voice, raised a cheer which was 
thrice responded to by the <rowd., ‘Vive 
Espana!’ resounded throughout the 
station until the train was fairly out- 
side. This was not meant as a kindly 
farewell, but was an explosion of long 
pent up feelings. 

Outside the station Senor Aguilera ad- 
dressed the crowd, counseling calmness and 
confidence in the government which he said 
Would safeguard the honor of Spain.

There is a bitter feeling here 
Great Britain, especially on the contra- 
band of war and privateer questions.

In the Spanish senate today Marshal) 
Martinez Campos asked minister for for- 
eign affairs, Senor Gullom, to make a 
statement regarding the relations between 
Spain and the United States. whereupon 
the minister replied that all relations were 
broken off. 

The former captain general of Cuba then 
made a patriotic speech in whitch he de- 
clared that Cuba will never lose her Span- 
ish sovereignty. 

Marshal De Campos said he warmly ap- 
proved the wisdom displayed by ihe gov- 
ernment, which had ‘‘accepted voluntarily 
all propositions compatible with the dig- 
nity of Spain.”"” He added that ever eince 
1820 the United States had “pursued its 
aim of seizing Cuba.’’ 

“Spaniards Are Americans.” 

If Armerica belonged to the Americans, 
he argued, Spain ought to be considered 
an American power, for. “‘she has watered 
the soil of America with her blood.’ He 
recalled the fact that there exists in the 
American continept 40,000,000 inhabitants 
of Spanish origin, “all favorable to the 
mother country.” 

A resolution eloquently supported 
several leading senators pledging the as- 
sistance of the chamber to save the dig- 
nity of Spain was carried with acclama- 
tion. . 

Senor Gullon, the foreign minister, thank- 
ed the senate, ‘“‘not in the name of the 
liberal cabinet, but in the name of the 
government.” 

The president then delivered a patriotic 
oration, arousing intense enthusiasm.

“In this solemn moment, when the first

Washington, April 21.—(Special.)—Here is 
an interesting story of the call down of a 
czar.

The man who called him down 
ig the democratic leader, Bailey, of Texas, 
and the final result is an apology from 
Reed to Bailey. 

During the past three or four weeks the 
big speaker has been in an unusually bad 
humor. This has been manifested upon 
many occasions. So bitterly opposed hes 
he been to anything that looked like war 
with Spain that not only his temper but 
his judgment has been affected, and in a 
number of petty ways he has shown it. 

Reed Becomes Insulting. 

Since Bailey showed how cleariy Reed 
himself was respongible for the outbreak 
in the house on th. day the Cuban resolu- 
tions were under consideration, the speaker 
has been particularly bitter. On Monday 
he provoked another outbreak, and it is 
vpon this that the episode now referred 
to ig based. 

In his attempt to be funny Reed tried 
not only to put Bailey in a false position, 
and in a sneering way, to hold him up 
to the country as ignorant of parliamen- 
tary law. This led to hot words in which 
Bailey expressed his opinion very freely. 
But that did not end the episode. Bailey 
considered Reed’s words in a nature of an 
insult and immediately wrote him a note 
demanding.an apology. Cooper, of Texas, 
took the note. It was short and to the 


point—the sort of a note that brings re- 


sults. 
Reed Argues with Cooper. 

Reed would not open it at first, but tried 
to argue with Cooper, disavowing any 
intention to do anything he should not 
tive done. Finelly, after he head failed 
for a day to ‘make reply, the speaker was 
assured in most positive manner that a 
reply was expected and expected at once. 
Sulliven, of Mississippi, who is Bailgy’s 
brother-in-law, took a second note of the 
same purport as the first, and then realiz- 
ing that the Texan had no intention of let- 
ting the matter drop until satisfied, Reed 
made the necessary apology. 

The facts about the affair leaked out 
today. 

Speaker Taught a Lesson. 

Reed has been shown tbut he cannot 
ride roughshod over the mincrity without 
being called to account for his actions. 

It is a fair presumption-that he will be 
more careful in the future. Of courae he 
ls expected to use his office fcr partisan 
advantages, but that does not necessitate 
his insulting members, and they do not in- 
tend to allow that. Bailey’s course is uni- 
versally commended by hin party cal- 
leagues who have grown tired of the 
speaker's arrogance, and especially of the 
Petty methods to which he has been fre- 
forting. : 

Reed has always been sarcastic but not 
until recently has he gone so far as to be 
insulting.

man. and his niece, Mrs. Clark, and her 
daughter. Representatives Allen and Fox, 
Mississippi, have been in almost con- 
Stant attendance since his illness. 

Senator Walthall’s illness dated from 
fhuary last, when he contracted a cold. 
In February he suffered from an attack 
of bilious fever and from this he never 
“fcovered. His last address in the senute 
Was made on April 7th, when he delivered 
a eulogy on his colleague, Senator George, 
In spite of the protests of his physician. 
The following Saturday he was confined 
to his bed with a severe attack of typhoid 
PReumonia, which today resulted in death.

Cleveland's first cabinet and has been re- 
elected whenever his term has expired since 
that time. 

Ill Health Caused Resignation. 

Previous to his resignation in 1894 he had 
been elected for the term beginning in 
1895, and he had only to return and take 
his seat at the expiration of the term for 
which he had retired. lis resignation at 
that time was tendered on account of ill 
health, and while he has given careful 
attention to the duties of his office since 
his return to the senate, Mr. Walthall has 
never been robust since he resumed his 
seat. He has for the past month been 
absent from his seat in the senate on 
account of the condition of his health, 
except on the occasion when eulogies were 
delivered a few days since on the character 
of Senator George. He then spoke most 
eloquently and forcibly of his late col- 
league. This was his last service in the 
senate. 

It is not too much to say that Senator 
Walthall commanded the respect of every 
man in the senate. Refined, gentle and 
cOurteous in manner, and yet firm, manly 
and honest, he easily won and held a Place 
in the hearts of all who knew him.

TWO NATIONS WANT TO ACT. 
France and Austria Asked To Repre- 


sent Spain. 

Washington, April 21.—The French ambas- 
sador, M. Cambon, accompanied by his sec- 
retary, 'M. Thiebaut, and the Austrian min- 
ister, ‘Mr. Hengelmuller, called at the state 
department today and gave official notice 
that they had assumed charge of Spanish 
interests in this country, pending the sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Spain. 

Their sole office is to protect material 
Spanish interests, persons or property al- 
ready in the United States. 

The assignments as between the French 
and the Austriag officials at the several 
points is made according “to seniority. 2 

The Washington Post in its summary to 
be published tomorrow, will say: 

“Senor Polo y Bernabe, upon his depart- 
ure from Washington, left the affairs of 
Spain in the hands of the French ambas- 
sador and the minister from Austria-Hun- 


gary, and so informed the state department,

right of joint representation. The decision 
of the government in this matter has been

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SENATE PROVIDES 
VOLUNTEER ARMY 


House Bill Passes the Upper Branch ef 


National Legislature. 


SUNDRY CIVIL BILL PASSED 


President Given Authority To Prevent 
the Exportation of Coal. 


THE NAVAL BILL WAS  GONSIDERED 


Senator Money, of Mississippi, Notifies 
the President That He Shall Not 
Usurp Rights of Congress. 


Washington, April 21.—Three important 


measures were passed by the senate this 
afternoon, all of which relate largely to 


the national defense. The sundry civil bill, 
which has been pending for two weeks and 
which carries a large amount of money 
intended to be used in the strengthening 
of the country’s defenses, was finally pass- 
ed. The naval appropriation bill was im- 
mediately taken up and practically com- 
pleted, although pending the discussion of 
ag amendment concerning the price of ar- 
mor plate, the bill was displaced in order 
that the measure temporarily increasing the 
military establishment of the United States 
in time of war might be considered. After 
a long discussion the bill as amended by the 
committee was passed. 

A joint resolution was adopted giving the 
president power to prevent the exportation 
of coal and other war material. 

Just before adjournment it became known 
among senators on the floor that Senator 
Walthall, of Mississippi, who had been ill 
several weeks, was dead. The formal an- 
nouncement of his death was not made, 
but will be made when the senate convenes 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, secured the 
passage of a bill to restore to the citizen- 
ship of the United States Mrs. Nellie Grant 
Sartoris, daughter of the late President 
Grant. 

Mr. Elkins secured the passage cof a joint 
resolution directing the secretary of war 
to have a survey and an estimate made for 
the improvement of the West Fork river, 
West Virginia, by a system of locks and 
dams. 

Exports of Coal Prohibited. 

Mr. Quay, of Pennsylvania, introduced 
the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the president is hereby 
authorized, in his d'scretion and with such 
limitations and exceptions as shall seem 
to him expedient, to prohibit the export of 
coal or other material used in war from 
any seaport of the United States urtil oth- 
erwise ordered by congress.’’ 

When the sundry civil bill was laid -before 
the senate its consideration being hy agree- 
ment under the five-minute rule, Mr. Mon- 
ey, of Mississippi, said he had noticed in a 
morning paper the statement that the statte 
department had announced there would, 
during the approaching war, be no priva- 
teering by the United States, and that this 
government would abide by the treaty of 
Paris made in 1856. 

“TI desire to tnquire,”’ said he, ‘“‘whether 
any member of the foreign relations com- 
mittee can inform the senate if the state- 
ment made in the newspapers is true.’’ 

“IT have heard nothing about the matter.” 
responded ‘Mr. Davis, chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee, “‘except what I 
have seen in the newspapers.” 

Mr. Money, continuing, said that he could 
not believe the president had taken such 
action. 


Puts President on Notice. 


**But.”' he said. “it is well enough that the 
powers delegated to the president be clear- 
ly defined here and now. The power to 
issue letters of marque and reprisal he- 
lones exclusively to congress. Neither the 
United States nor Spain is signatory to the 
treaty of Paris: but in everything relating 
to the rights of neutral, the United States 
took more advanced ground. It was be- 
cause the United States took more ad- 
vanced vround than other nations in this 
regard that the United States did not be- 
come a party to the Paris treaty.”’ 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, interrupted 


‘Mr. Money to say this was an inopportune 


time to discuss the question, as they had 
no knowledge that the president had ex- 
ceeded his constitutional powers. 

“Tt desired simplv to call attention to the 
fact.”’ continued Mr. Money, “as it was my

A sharp fight was made wpon the two 
amendments of the committee to that sec- 
flon of the bill relating to the depredations 
on public lands and timber.

Bill Passed as Amended. 


Mr. Morgan secured the adoption of an 
amendment providing for the appropriation 
of $35,000 for the maintenance of the chan- 
nel in ‘Mobile harbor by dredging.

Several minor amendments were adopted. 
Volunteer Army Bill Passed. 


As the bill was about to pass the armor 
matter was brought up and as it was likely 
to cause long debate, Mr. Hawley brought 
up the volunteer army bill, which was con- 
sidered by unanimous consent. 

The bill has been fully described in these 
dispatches, together with. today’s amend- 
ments by the senate military committee. 
Some other minor amendments were of- 
fered by ‘Mr. Hawley and agreed to. 

‘Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, suggested that the 
bill be so amended as to provide that no 
man in the milifla service should be com- 
pelled to enlist by the vote of the company 
to which he ts a member, 

Mr. Hawley explained that nobody could 
be forced to enlist as a volunteer in the 
service of the United States and there 
would be no practical difficulty in carrying 
into effect the provisions of the bill. He 
further explained that-no member of a mili. 
tla organization could be forced to go out 
of the country to perform service, unless he 
should volunteer for such service. 

Mr. Pettus, of AlgBama, explained that 
the matter suggested by Mr. Bacon would 
be arranged by the governor's of states, All 
of the militiamen would not of course vol- 
unteer for service. No individual company 
or regiment would be compelled to enter the 
service, although the great body of them 
would doubtlexs volunteer for this service. 

Mr. Faulkner, of West Virginia, said that 
the militia organizations throughout the 
country thoroughly understood the matter, 
as they had been in communication with 
the war department concerning it. Every 
member of the national guard understood 
that he could not be forced to enlist in the 
United States services. 

The bill, after an extended discussion, was 
passed. 

Consideration of the naval appropriation 
bill was then resumed in order that cer- 
tain amendments might be offered. 

Mr. Butler proposed an amendment that 
the government should pay no more than 
$400 a ton for armor plate and appropriating 
$6,500,000 for an armor plate factory, and 
$1,000,000 for the manufacture of armor plate 
for vessels now being constructed, The 
amendment went over. 

The senate then, at 5:30 p. m., went into 
executive session and adjourned at 7:06 
o'clock.

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To Identify the Dead.

In the late’ war between the states 
hundreds of brave soldiers who fell upon 
the field of battle were consigned to un- 
known graves for the simple reason that 
in their sad indentification was im- 
possible. i 
But the war department has adopted 
measures by which soldiers will fare 
better in the conflicts of the future. We 
quote in this connection from The Phila- 
delphia North American. In outlining 
the measures adopted by the war depart- 
ment, this newspaper authority observes: 


This unhappy fate will be guarded against 
in the future by haying the soldiers when 
they go into action wear around their 
necks small tags made of aluminum, upon 
which ghall be stamped the numeral as- 
signed each man on the muster rolls, with 
the letter of his company. battery or troop 
ang his regiment. By this plan the men 
who die for their country may be easily 
jdentified and will thus be saved from the 
fate of being consigned to an unmarked 
grave. The tags will be sent to the troops 
in the south as soon as it becomes evident 
that active service is to be expected. It is 
a meritorious plan, and the war department 
is deserving of commendation for the fore- 
thought and consideration which prompt- 
ed it. | 

While the idea of wearing tags may 
be somewhat revolting to the instincts of 
chivalry, still the precaution seems to be 


wise and proper. 
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The Attitude of France. 


While France is commonly supposed 
to side with Spain in the present gtave 
crisis, it seems from ‘recent language at-- 
tributed to the distinguished French 
journalist, M. Henri Rochefort, that 
France is really in sympathy with the 
United States. 

But this statement makes it necessary 
to distinguish between the narrow and 
mercenary France which is. represent- 
by the government and the broad and 
noble-minded France which is represent- 
ed by the people. While the govern- 
ment is on the side of Spain, M. Henri 
Rochefort declares that the people are 
not. “I know the people of France,” 
says he, “and they know me. They 
side with the United States and with 
Cuba. ‘hey are not forgetful of those 
words li yr, equality and fraternity. 
Three years tothschild bought five 
hundred million “Yfraacs of Cuban bonds 
in Spain, and other speculators made 
similar investments, which account for 
the attitude of the French govern’ lent; 
but in the name of the French people, I 
solemnly declare that we are for Cuba’s 
independence. The United States must 
win. Spain is done for.. If she does’ 
not fight, the dynasty is overthrown; 
if she does fight. she will be defeated, 
and the result will be the same. The hor- 
rible butcheries in Cuba must cease, and 
in spite of the government, the French 
people will do their utmost to support 
the United States on humanitarian 
grounds.” This assurance of good will 
and sympathyfcoming from one of the 
most distinguiShed men of France can- 
not fail to nerve us in the hour of con- 
fiict which is now approaching. 

In the bold stand which we have taken 
for the rights and liberties of Cuba we 
are sustained not only by the satisfaction 
which comes from the approval of the 
inner consciousness, but also by the sat- 
isfaction which comes from the approval 
of enlightened nations in both hemi- 
spheres. | 
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President Diaz Takes Action. 

President Diaz; of Mexico, has given 
substantial proof of his sympathy and 
good will toward us in the present crisis. 
On the Rio Grande border line he hag sta- 
tioned troops within the last few days in- 
structing them to speedily suppress any 
disposition on the part of reckless Mexi- 
eans to intrude upon the territory of the 
United States with belligerent intentions. 

While the citizenship of Mexico is in 
the main friendly in its sentiments to- 
ward us, there are \certain elements 
which are strongly wedded to the inter- 
ests of Spain. This is not surprising 
in view of the racial affinities which 
Mexico and Spain possess for each other 
and in view of the hostilities which once 
existed between Mexico and the United 
States. In fact, serious apprehensions 
in regard to Mexico’s attitude addressed 
themselves to us several weeks ago, but 
we are not aware of any diplomatic steps 
taken on the part of the authorities at 
Washington to ascertain the sentiinents 
of Mexico toward us. 

Happily, President Diaz has relieved 
us from the consequences of this diplo- 
matic blunder by assuring us of the 
friendly regard which the republic of 
Mexico entertains for the republic of the 
United States, and by taking the prompt 
and vigorous steps which we have al- 
ready intimaied to protect the lives and 
interests of American citizens living in 
the neighborhood of the Rio Grande bor- 
der line. 

In the crisis which is now at hand, we 
can give our undivided attention to Spain 
with the assurance that we will not be 
molested in‘ any way by irresponsible 
and blood-thirsty Mexicans. 

‘‘Who Is the Unknown Hero?” 

Under this striking caption The New 
York Journal speculates at some length 
upon the opportunities for leadership 
which the pending conflict offers. Every 
one who is gifted with the least imag- 
ination must feel, in some degree, the 
same natural curiosity. 

War is fraught with deadly havoc, 
even when its course is soon run, but 
war is also at the same time in frequent 
instances the fountain source of national 
and individual glory. This observation 
is abundantly sustained in the records 
which we ourseWves have made.  Start- 
ing with the revolutionary struggle in 
1776 and comibhg on down to the late war 
between the states, every conflict in 
which we have engaged during this long 
period of years has fruited in its rich 
supply of heroes and shed fresh luster 
upon our arms. 

Self-immolation abounds in time of 
peace no less than in time of war, but 
it seems that the stern crucible of the 
field or battle is needed to give it curren- 
cy in the world’s eye. Ofttimes it requires 
more of the quality of courage to per- 
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form some act of duty in the qaiet end 


lowly walks of life than it does 
the cannon’s mouth upon the open heath; 
but fate has wisely ordered that the vir- 
tues which are illustrated upon the field 
of battle must first be trained in the 
/ bloodless conflicts of simple every-day 
life. Or, to state the same truth dif- 
‘ferently, heroes are the oflfsprinys of 
peace, and war merely applies to them its 
martial test. If they are not heroes when 
the strife begins, they cannot be herves 
when it ends. 

This leads us to observe that the he- 
roes of the pending war wherever they 
may be at this time are made already in 
the attributes which constitute heroes 
and are merely waiting for the trumpet 
note of war to proclaim them to the 
world. But who shall these heroes be? 
In what guise do they walk obscurely at 
the present time? 

If the pending war with Spain endures 
for any. length of time it cannot fail to 
produce naval and military heroes in 
abundance. 

In the late war between the states 
hundreds of brilliant commanders forged 
they way to the front on both sides, and 
yet, how few of this number were known 
beyond the limits of their own statés 
when hostilities commenced? To cite 
one or two familiar examples, Stonewall 
Jackson, who subsequently became the 
good right arm of General Lee, occupied 
some obscure professorship in one of the 
Virginia colleges when the cry “To 
arms!” went forth. General Stuart, 

e pride of the confederate cavalry, was 
virtually unknown in 1861. In this same 
category of distinguished soldiers might 
be placed also Generals Kirby Smith, 
James Longstreet, Joseph E. Johnston, 
A. P. Hill, Braxton Bragg, Leonidas 
Polk ‘and many others. 

Since the late war fruited in so many 
great commanders on both sides, there is 
ground for the assurance that the pend- 
ing war with Spain will do likewise. 
While we are on the eve of national dis- 
tress and bloedshed, we are also on the 
eve of national victory and enrichment, 
Out of the clash which now seems im- 
minent “some mute inglorious’ Deca- 
tur may step forth with the naval honors 
of that contest thick upon him; or per- 
haps, avother Grant or Lee will loom 
into comfhanding prominence. Who can 
penetrate the veil which hides alike the 
glories and the sacrifices of the pending 


conflict? 
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EDTIORIAL COMMENT. 


T’he Rochester Union and Advertiser {s 
the auther of a most interesting story 
which is ncw going the rounds of the 
rress. The substance of the story is this: 
In the cemetery at Angelica, N. Y., is a 
somewhat decayed marble slab with the 
simple inscription, “Ira Stephens, who died 
September 20, 1803, aged forty-three years.” 
Exactly in the aenter of the grave is a 
hvge elm tree which is eighty feet high 
and three feet through the trunk, and is 
as fine a specimen of an elm tree @s can 
be found. The roots spread all over the 
grave ond nearly tip the marble s.ab, green 
and moldy with age, over «mn its face. The 
peculiar position of the tree, right in the 
eenter of a grave, causes strangers to won- 
der how jit came there. Those in charge 
of the last Alleghany county history, be- 
fore offering it to the publishers, decidcd 
to trace, if possible, from old residents the 
cause cf the tree being in so peculiar a 
place. They found out <nd publish in their 
history the following information: ‘The 
first death in Angelica was Ira Stephens, 
who, cn the authority of Mr. Gibson, a res- 
ident .of Angelica, was Killed in a quarrel 
cver cards at Joseph Wilson's inn (present 
site of the Lightfoot Block), and he was 
the first one buried in Angelica cemetery. 
He was killed by some one unknown with 
a huge e!m club, which was buried with 
him. Directly over the graye has grown 
a large elm tree, which superstitious and 
credulous people say grew from the club 
with which he was Killed.”” The Union rep- 
resentative talked with an old gentleman 
ninety-twq years of age who had beer 
a resident of this place for over sixty 
years, and asked him hig opinion on the 
subject. He said that the tree had been 
there ever, since he had lived there. He 
claimed the only peculiarity in the appear- 
ance of the tree was the strange blood 
color of the bark. there being at certain 
times in the year large blotches of colored 
bark bearing the appearance of being stain- 
ed by blood. He is not able to account for 
the strangeness of the peculiar location of 
the tree. 
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Rumors have crcssed the Atlantic ocean 
within the past few days to the effect that 
ex-Captain Dreyfus has recently passed 
away at his plece of exile an Devil's is- 
land just off the coast of French Guiana. 
While the intelligence hacks corroboration 
its truth is generally accepted. In this 
connection we quote the following para- 
graph from The St. Louis Republic: “All 
Frenchmen who have at heart the -fair 
fame of their native land should pray that 
the news of Dreyfus'’s death on Devil's 
island may not be confirmed in hater and 
more definite dispatches. It is essential to 
the future good repute of France that 
Dreyfus shall live until such action shall 
be taken as will either go to prove beyond 
reasonable doubt the fact of his guilt as 
‘charged by his accusers, or clear his name 
of that accusation, and result in his return 
from exile. It is not easy to believe that 
one of these two things will not be ulti- 
mately done, and done in the near future. 
Should Preyfus die in exile, his death. fol- 
lewing so closely that agitation of his 
case which has stirred the whole world 
to pity, would indelibly fix the stain of 
his ruthless martyrdom on the French 
government. French militarism would stand 
as the Moloch upon whose fou] altar this 
young French officer was gacrificed, and it 
would be but a little time until a revulsion 
of feeling might even threaten the integrity 
of that army to preserve which Dreyfus 
became a victim. Taking into consideration 
the instability of the emotional French 
character, this is far from being a remote 
possibility. All France should pray, there+ 
fore, that Dreyfus shall live until the 
spirit of fair play obtains in France, and 
the truth about Dreyfus shall be made 
known. The death of this man at this time 
would close a record that would stand in 
perpetual accusation against France.”’

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OUR NAVAL TRIUMPHS. 


From The Chicago Times-Herald. 

At the beginning of the war of the revo- 
lution there was no American navy. How- 
ever, the continental privateers managed 
to capture about 800 English vessels and 
12,000 prisoners, 500 of them soldiers in some 
of the best English regiments. In the 
two years’ naval war with France the 
fighting was all done by the navy, which 
captured eighty of the enemy’s vesselg 
and about 3,000 men. The wars with the 
BarSary pirates were also brought to a 
satisfactory end by the unaided efforts of 
the navy, the United States securing privi- 
leges not granted to European powers. It 
was in the: war of 1812, however, that our 
navy won its greatest victory by whipping 
the British after it had defeated the com- 
bined sea forces of the world. Over 1,500 
British ships were taken and over 20,600 
British seamen were made prisoners. Fi- 
nally in the Mexican war, though there 
was not much chance for naval co-opera- 
tion with the land forces, when the chance 
did come at Vera Cruz the navy took it. 

It is not necessary to detail all the vic- 
tories of the American navy to prove its 
efficiency. The more important are suffi- 
clent, and such names as Pau! Jones, Oliver 
Hazard Perry, Lawrence and ‘others who 
won the victories ought to be enough to in- 
spire their successors to their best and 
bravest deeds. 


The first naval engagement of the revolu- 
tion was off Machias, Me., when the British 
armed schooner Margaretta was whipped 
and captured. After that followed a long 
list of minor engagements, in which Esek 
Hopkins, ° first cOmmander-in-chief of the 
navy, took a number of English ships. The 
edge of these victories was dulled a little, 
however, by the defeat of the American 
fleet on Lake Champlain under Benedict 
Arnold. 

And then came the fizst prominent ap- 
pearance of Captain John Paul Jones, who 
in the old Providence picked up fifteen 
British prizes in 1776. In April, 1778, he 
made that daring attack on Whitehaven, 
and in September, 1779, defeated the Eng- 
lish ship Serapis in the German ocean with 
rebate (te Richard (named after “Poor 

ard,”” or Benjami

The two important battles in the naval 
war with France were fought by the good 
Old frigate Constellation, under Commodore 
Truxton, The first of these was off St. 
Kitts, an island in the West Indian group, 
Where, after an hour's fighting, Truxton 
compelled the French frigate L’Insurgente 
to strike her colors. In February, 1799, that 
was. A year later the same vessel and the 
Same commander administered a drubbing 
to the French La Vengeance, but allowed 
her to escape in a squall. 

In the war with the Barbary States the 
capture of the American ship Philadelphia 
and its subsequent destruction by Decatur 
and the bombardment of Tripoli by Commo- 
dore Preble were the important engage- 
ments. The first was a serious loss, but the 
bombardment was sufficient to secure Amer- 
ican shipping against the raids of the Bar- 
bary pirates. 


The war of 1812 was productive of a num- 
ber of glorious American victories. The first 
of these, after numerous preliminary skir- 
mishes, came on August 19th, when the 
frigate Constitution (now the Newport 
school ship), under Isaac Hull, captured 
the British frigate Guerriere. In the next 
month Lieutenant Elliott captured the brigs 
Detro:t and Caledonia from under the guns 
of Fort Erie, the latter afterwards serving 
in Perry’s fleet. It was only a few days lat- 
er that the frigate United States captured 
the British Macedonia off Madeira, the Brit- 
ish loss being 144 and 4he American eleven. 
A couple of months later the Constitution 
captured the British ship Java off Brazil, 
and in February of 1813 the American sloop 
Hornet stung and captured the British Pea- 


cock. 


But after that came a defeat, the defeat 
of Lawrence in the Chesapeake by the Brits 
ish frigate Shannon, it was the ‘don’t 
give-up-the-ship’’ Lawrence, and in this en- 
gagement he was mortally wounded. For 
inflicting the defeat the freedom of London 
was voted to Captain Broke, the English 
commander, and a fine sword was presented 
to him. The defeat was not long unavenged, 
however, for a couple of months after Cap- 
tain William Henry Allen in the sloop Ar- 
gus captured the British sloop genpee 
the English channel, and a month later the 
American Enterprise took the Boxer. 

Then came Perry's victory, the ~ nee 
met-the-enemy-and-they-are-ours aged 
over the English fleet in Lake Erie. .

The election at the second ward ‘yester- 
day was unusually quiet. The polls were 
surrounded all day by a crowd of enthusi- 
astic workers, but there was not even a 
fight to disturb the monotonous proceed- 
ings. 

An unusually large vote was polled, as is 
evidenced by the early hour this morning 
before the managers and clerks were able 
to compile the final results. It took nearly 
all night to count the ballots.

Many sharp debates were made luring the 
day by the advocates of each cundidate 
and some of them became so vehement 
that the policemen were compelled to draw 
close to the belligerents and throw their 
orderly influence around the participants in 
the arguments.

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VANCOUVER HAS A BIG FIRE. 


Buildings on the Stimson Wharf Are 
Burned Away. 

Vancouver, B. C., April 21.—Not since 
Vancouver was destroyed by fire in 1886 
has there been such a conflagfation as that 
which took place early this morning. The 
fire started in one of the vauildings on Stim-

hard work succeeded in getting the fire un-

The burned wharf covered an area of 
about 250 feet by 70 fect. No estimate of 
the damoge has yet been made, as it is not 
fully known what was destroyed.

“Such a preceeding is without precedent 
in history. It evidently manifests the bo- 
gus politics of the republic, demonstrating 
the tricky plans and purposes tha* have 
always been nourished against Spain's 
sovereignty in Cuba which the enemy Das 
been conspiring for nearly a century to de- 
stroy. Our foes now carry their typocrisy 
and falsehood -to the extent of demanding 
immediate peace in a war provoked cand sus- 
tained by themselves. Her prudence and 
moderation have been of no avail to Spain, 
though she has carried her concessions to 
the extreme limit of toleration in order to 
avoid a rupture. 

“She still deplores this state 
but she accepts it with all the 
spired by a glorious national history and 
the pride of her people—a pride which 
will never vield to the stranger's haughti- 
nor consent to see Spain’s rignt and 
reason trampled upon by a nation ef no- 
bodies.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
eon, Ga., April 21.—Toda@y the grand jury 
investigated the murder of Lawson Yon, 
and as a result they found.a true Dill 
against Harry Joiner, charging him with 
the crime, Joiner is in jail, where he has 
been since his committal there nearly two 
weeks ago by the recorder. The evidence 
before the grand jury as to the supposed 
guilt of Joiner was very strong, but there 
is still a great deal of other strong evi- 
dence that was not presented before the 
grand jury, but which will be forthcoming 
at the trial of Joiner. The Constitution 
jhis morning contained the particulars of 
a rule nisi having been issued by Judge 
Felton ordering Constable R. F. McCowan 
to show cause why he should not be at- 
tached for contempt of court in his alleged 
trying to intimidate and bribe state wit- 
nesses in the Joiner case. 

McCowan makes a statement today in 
which he says he has done nothing wrong 
and his whole purpose in the matter has 
beell to see that Joiner gets fair play. Mc- 
Cowan intimates that there has been a de- 
sire to convict Joiner and his efforts have 
been simply to stop this. 

As a matter of fact some of the most 
damaging evidence against Joiner has come 
from relatives of Jotner who revealed it 
to outsiders jn perfect innocence and be- 
fore they were aware that Yon had been 
murdered or that Joiner was suspected of 
the murder. These relatives voluntarily 
revealed what they did, and it was 
ciosed to others before any city or county 
Officials heard of the matter. It was due 
to this talk of relatives that the attention 
of the officers was directed to Joiner. The 
relatives were not coerced or threatened 
into telling anything they have spoken. Af- 
ter hearing the relatives talk, and as soon 
as the detectives gut on the trail of Joiner 
damaging testimony commenced to accu- 
mulate rapidly, and the coils were fastened 
tightly around Joiner.

The news of the ordering of the north 
Atlantic squadron to Havana greated a 
good deal of commotion among the soldiers, 
who discussed eagerly the prospects of ear- 
lv orders for departure to the seacoast. 
Among the officers a good deal of quiet 
satisfaction was manifested. It Was appa- 
rently the general opinion among them, 
however, that no forward movement of the 
Chickamauga troops would be given for 
some time, as the gathering and equipping 
of the large force of militia necessary for 
the contemplated Cuban invasion would 
necessarily consume several days. 

No Orders To Move Yet.

“What a.huge fortune the inventor of 
the typewriting machine must have made,” 
said a man who was impressed by a state- 
ment of the number of instruments in use. 

As a matter of fact, the man to whom 
the first successful typewriter was due 
died poor. He was Latham Sholes. This 
story of his experlence came mosily from 
his own lips. He had not left his bed for 
years before he died, at the age of Sev- 
enty-one, in the full use of an active and 
an unusual mind. Only a short time be- 
fore the end came he made another, a 
more compact machine, another prin- 
ciple. The work was done with hie own 
thin hands. If he had lived only a- little 
longer, he would have been dependent 
on his children, who had received virtually 
no benefit from the product of hig inven- 
tive genius. For the fear of that doubtless 
hastened his death. «He had said -that 
about all he ever received direcily and as 
a right from the invention was $12,000, and 
this after the commercial succees of the 
machine was assured. 

His failure to obtain a larger share of 
the profits of the invention was due, judg- 
ing from the standpoint of his friends, to 
the power of a strong, persistent and dom- 
ineering character aver a gentile visionary. 
He could not, or would not, himself ex- 
Plain the influence on him of Densmore, 
the man who undertoo«x the business of 
exploiting the machine; but it Was apparent 
that he shrank from the violent temper of 
Densmore and his own peculiar conscience, 
Sholes bestowed on one alfeady rich from 
the business, an improvement that might 
have been sold for a great deal of money. 
He often said that he would have beer 
worth money if he had never invented a 
writing machine. He had made one for- 
fune, but did not keep it. He was not a 
practical business man. 

His disposition from childhood had been 
influenced by the unwholesome belief that 
each year might be hig last. The doctors 
had condemned him as a consumptive. He 
had gone to Green Bay when a mere lad. 
In that wild region, at the edge of a pine 
forest into which few white men had fol- 
lowed the steps of the Jesuit missionaries 
of nearly. two hundred years before, he 
grew up more a poet than a man of affairs. 
He was poorly adapted to the work of the 
legislator, outside of Utopia, yet he became 
a member of the Wiaconsin assembly. The 
constant expectation of death, perhaps, 
caused much of his amiability of senti- 
ment toward the human race. He yearned, 
then hoped, and finally expected to see the 
abolition of poverty and greed and the 
dawn of universal love. His knowledge 
of political history was accurate and com- 
prehensive, his interest in contemporary 
polities lively, but he wae too fanciful to 
tie himself to any party. He was a charm- 
ing talker. 

Densmore’s Persistency. 

Densmore, who nourished a pession for 
exploiling a great invention, had seen the 
writing machine and belfeved in it. He 
had himself invented a car, now in genera) 
use, but at this time $600 was all he could 
command. This he gave to Sholes, taking 
an interest in the machine for it. He un- 
dertook to find the capitalist, without whom 
nothing could come of the years of toi) and 
worry. In New York, among tife inhospita- 
ble men of money, he needed all his tenac- 
itv and insensibilfity. There was only an 
unwavering confidence in himself to sus- 
tain him under the daily rebuffs. For 
Months he lived in a garret almost bare of 
furniture, with a dietary strangely like the 
raw turnips of Colonel] Sellers. Raw apples 
constituted all his foog during the period 
of trudging from one repellant to another. 

Although one of the changing crowd of 
nroney-seeking inventors, strong per- 
sonality was long remembered la the offices 
of investors. From this bitter struggle with 
skeptics a more sensitive man would have 
retired with defeat, but he won. Not all at 
once, but he gained step by step, always 
deserving more than he achieved. When 
this hardest work was done, and the manu- 
facture of the machines was begun on a 
small scale, his arrangement was that 
Sholes should receive $12,000 a year. Four 
years went by, it is said, and virtually all 
the inventor recelved was a frequent dis- 
couraging report. At lagt Densmore in- 
duced the weary inventor to accept $12,000 
for all that was due, and for all his rights 

Densmore was kind in his own rough way 
to the inventor. He invited him to New 
York. for pleasure, and kept him wretched 
by public quarrels with waiters. conductors, 
policemen and everybody with whom they 
had anything to do. -Densmore now lived in 
the east, and his income from the Machine 
was said to be more than $60,000 a vear. 
Sholes, having had several hemorrhages, 
went to Colorado for two winters, and 
Densmore bore the expense of a winter in 
Florida. When Sholes completed an im- 
provement to the machine, Densmore Ye- 
manded it as a right, and got it. When 
Sholes’s family and friends raged, the in- 
ventor defended the gift as a matter af 
conscience. He urged that to sell the im. 
provement to others would injure the 
business of those who had acquired the 
original machine, and that they had a just 
claim on any improvements which Sholes 
might invent. While there were no written 
conditions, it was understood that Sholes 
would be taken care of. 


Sholes’s Further Inventions. 

At last the inventor retired permanently 
to his bed: Not that he was wholly unable 
to move about, but he had a theory. Every 
person, he said, was endowed with.-a cer- 
tain amount of vital energy. If he dissipat- 
ed it in physical exercise, he shortened h's 
life. He proposed to conserve his energy 
by living almost prone. His bed was a 
workshop. With the occasional aid of a 
rach.nist, he undertook the construction 
ofa new kind of writing machine. He made 
several models, and one that pleased him. 
Densmore kept his eye on it, ridiculed it. 
then demanded it. He urged that but for 
him the first machine would never have 
been a success, and that he had done wel! 
by the inventor. He would make no writ- 
ten terms, but he would deal fairly if any- 
thing should come of it, which he could not 
believe. 

As his sons had an interest in the new 
machine, Sholes refused, This enraged 
Denmore, who threatened a fight in the pat- 
ent office and in the courts. His letters 
were savage, and, but for the ridicule. 
which touched the inventor's pride, Dens- 
more might have eluded the vigilance of the 
sons and won. 

Perhaps the life of th’s inventor is not 
exceptional. It is a commonplace that the 
inventor {ts often comp-iled to surrender all 
his rights for a comparatively smal] amount 
before the invention reaches the siage of 
manufacture. But it {ts certain that but 
for the shrinking of the sensitive inventor 
from everything violent, Sholes might have 
retained a sufficient interest in his own cre- 
ation te have become a millionatre.

A Decaying Flag. 
From The New York Press. 

Why the government has not taken better 
care of the silk flag that hung over Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s box in Ford’s theater that 
fateful April night in 1865—the flag over 
which the assassin tripped, causing him to 
sprain his ankle—is an official enigma. All 
the Lincoln relics have been cared for in a 
special musuem in Washington, but this 
flag, while in the hands of the government, 
was given-over to the care of the treasury 
department. No special attempt has been 
made to preserve the silk, and it ts likely 
soon to decay and disappear. The flag has 
a history of its own. 

When Jubal Barly made his raid in 1864 
around Washington the male employees of 
the treasury department organized to aid 
in defending the capital. The women em- 
ployees could not fight, but they made a 
silk flag and gave it to the Treasury Guard. 

Two nights before the assassination ile 
Treasury Guard gave an entertainment in 
Ford’s theater, and the flag was used in 
the decoration of the boxes. It looked so 
pretty that the manager of the theater 
asked that it remain there a couple of days 
as on the night of the 14th the president 
was to be present at the play. After the 
shooting Booth jumped from the box to the 
stage. His spur caught in the flag, and he 
was thrown violently to the floor of the 
stage. The flag still has the rent in it 
caused by the spur.

The more familiar feat of the seemingly 
supernatural growth of flowers was utter- 
ly eclipsed by another instance vouched 
for by the same narrator. His own servant 
brought him a score or 50 of seeds, from 
which he selected and marked one. The 
fakir planted it in a pot of earth, mutter- 
ed some words over it and fell into a s&rt 
ef trance, which lasted about thirty min- 
utes. He then awoke, uncovered the pot 
discovered a seedling two or three inth- 
es high. Jacolilot examined it and found 
it had sprung from the seed which he had 
marked. With a touch of a peacock’s 
feather the fakir depressed a balance of a 
common weighing machine in daily use in 
the household, though in the other was a 
weight of twelve stone, and with a distant 
motion of his hand he made shavings of 
wood to sink or move in water.

Lack of Enlistments Indicates People 
Are Not Yearning for War. 


PRIVATES ARE WANTED MOST NOW 


The Governor Is in No Hurry To Or- 
der Out Troops at tne State’s 
Expense. 

W capitol yesterday. The governor 

and the adjutant general had many 
callers who sought information about the 
movement of the military. Governor At- 
kinson has received enough applications 
for commissions to officer all the volunteer 


troops which are likely to go from this 
state. 

The opinion was expressed by one of the 
officials that the government will officer 
the troops enlisting as regulars with West 
Point men, Thus it may turn out that the 
Georgia colonels and other officers may 
find themselves superseded when they get 
to Cuba, if they go there. 

Much anxiety has been expressed ty rel- 
atives of the members of the state militia 
about the probability of the soldiers beng 
ordered to Cuba. The afinouncement re- 
cently made in one of the city papers to the 
effect that southern troops would be sent 
to occupy the island has caused much 


distress. 

There seems to be some question about 
the authority of the United States war 
department to order the state ‘ailitia any- 
where unless it volunteers. The general 
understanding is that it is subject to the 
governor’s orders alone and he can call out 
the troops only for the purpose cf sup- 
pressing an insurrection or repelling an 
invasion. If the governor were to order 
out the state militia it would be at the 
state’s expense. On the other hand, the 
state’s soldiers are placed under the con- 
trol of the federal government, the expens- 
es of transportation and maintenance would 
be upon the United States. 

The enlistments have not been overwhelm- 
ing in numbers. It is said in. explanation 
that citizens have not cared to volunteer 
unless there was actual war, but once war 
comes and their services are needed, the 
people of this state will not wait to bé 
drafted. = w« 

There is no concealing the fact trat the 
people of Georgia are not anxious for war. 
One of the statehouse officials, speaking 
about this yesterday, remarked: ‘The peo- 
ple are against this war at heart. They 
do not indorse it and never have a,proved 
anyiuing which looked like involving this 
country in\a conflict with Spain on account 
of Cuba. The eight congressmen who voted 
against the house resolution authorizing the 
president to intervene more nearly repre- 
sented the views of their constituents than 
those congressmen who voted for war. 
The hearts of the people are not enlisted in 
this fight. They realize that the country is 
doing what it has been warned from its 
very beginning not to do—mix up with the 
affairs of other countries. Washington 
and all the others down the line have from 
time to time warned the American people 
to attend strictly to their home affairs 
and not to become involved in the policy 
of other nations. That teaching has been 
ignored and the wonder is that the Amer- 
ican people have allowed it to go :o far 
without an uprising which would show 
congress and the administration that war 
was never desired unless on the account of 
the blowing up of the Maine, and that is 
not at the bottom of this conflict. At most 
it is only an incident. This was was brought 
on by some of the newspapers and the 
politicians in congress. I have found few 
men who approved war and most of those 
who did wanted a commission. Men with 
families are not so fool'sh as to want to 
bring suffering upon them for the serke of 
a lot of people with whom we have no 
blood and very little commercial reisticnes. 
It is not the business of this eountry to go 
around settling disputes among cther na- 
tional families any more than it wes busi 
ness of the European countries to interfére 
and stop the Turks from killing the Arme- 
nian revolutionists who attacked their na- 
tional government and then appealed to 
outsiders to protect them.”’

WHO THE CARLISTS ARE. 


How They Base Their Present Claims 
to the Spanish Throne. 

The talk of carlist risings in Spain, and 
particularly the rumor that the person 
known as Don Jaime de Bourbon proposes 
to put himself at the head of the carlist 
party, may incite a curiosity in some to 
know who the carlists are and what they 
stand for in Spain. Ferdinand V, who 
came to the throne of Spain after the earth 
had settled from the Napoleonic earth- 
quake, married, for his fourth wife, Maria 
Christina, daughter of the king of Naples, 
a sister of the Duchess de Berri and niece 
of Queen Marie Amelie, wife of King Louis 
Philippe of France. Ferdinand, always a 
miserable creature, like most Spanish mon- 
archs, became more miserable after his 
fourth marriage. He fell completely under 
the domination of his handsome, energetic, 
ambitious and thoroughly unprincipled 
wife, says The Kansas City Star. 

Queen Maria Christina wags determined 
that the crown of Spain should descend 
to her family. But governing the descent 
was the decree of Philip V, which had been 
law in Spain for 120 years and which de- 
clared that no woman could reign in Spain 
where. there lived a male descendant of 
In default of male heirs from 
the marriage of Ferdinand V and Maria 
Christina, the lawful successor under the 
decree of Phillp V was Don Carlos, Ferdi- 
nand’s brother. As it turned out, the first 
child born to this couple was a girl, Isabel- 
la. who fourteen months later, was follow- 
ed by a sister. Even before the birth of 
Isabella the Queen Maria Christina began 
a movement for the setting aside of the 
law of Philip V. Ferdinand for a consider- 
able period resisted, but yielded at last, and 
on April 6, 1830, ordered that an incomplete 
decree by Charles IV, in 1789, which ap- 
peared to repeal the Salic law, should be 
published and made perpetual. All the 
Bourbons protested and the king endeavor- 
ed to undo his action by what was called 
a ‘decree of derogation,’’ but on his death 
bed he declared that his act was the »re- 
sult of misrepresentat'on and was there- 
fore null and.void. This restored his act 
intended to make his daughter Isabella his 
heir. When Ferdinand died Maria Chris- 
tina was reigning as queen regent and the 
jiiue girl was the heir apparent, just as the 
Mare Christina reigns in the name of the 
little boy known as Alfonso XIII.

panish heart as standing for bigotry and 
despotism, seemed at one time likely to 
triumph, but was-betrayed by one of its 
generals, Morotto. Don Carlos fied from 
Spain, and in 1844 abdicated in ‘favor of his 
son, the second Don Carlos. Cabrerea in- 
vaded Spain in 1849, but he neglected his 
former practice of murdering and mutilat- 
ing his prisoners, and his efforts were rot 
supported with the former enthusiasm. The 
second Don Carlos attempted to enter Spain 
in 1848 and again in 1860,.when he was ar- 
rested and signed a renunciation of Nis 
claims to the Spanish throne. The present 
pretender is a third Don Carlos, grandson 
of the first, a s0n of Don Juan. He has 
made several attempts to overthrow the 
government of Spain; the most formidable 
beginning in 1873 and lasting until 1876. The 
Don Jaime who is described as desirous of 
mixing in Spanish affairs as head of the 
carlists is the son of the third Don Carlos. 
It js a noticeable fact in Spanish history 
that no real curse ever permanently de- 
parts from Spain. One of the permanent 
; ctions of Spain is what may be term- 
ed carlism. In no other country js such 
a party as the carlists possible. It is a 
party willing to shed its blood for a gov- 
ernment of the worst type of the fourteenth 
century. There have been many carlist 
risings and they are perpetually expected.

The Old Empires.

The two old empires of China and Spain, 
those that have longest stood out against 
modern civilization, are likely to be reduced 
to insignificance before the close of the cen- 
tury. The Chinese empire began’ about 
200 B. C., while the first Gothic king of 
Spain was killed by his soldiers in 411 A. D. 
Turkey, or the Ottomad empire. which was 
founded in 1299, is also in the throes of dix, 
sOlution and its existence as a power in 
Europe can hardly extend far into the next 
century. 

Each of these three great powers has had 
all the elements of strength and durability: 
they have all been rich, prosperous and re- 
epected as military states, with capabilities 
of self-preservation. China ruled the best | 
part of Asia. Spain controlled the principal 
part of two continents on this side of the 
Atlantic, and Turkey held Asia Minor and 
large territorial possessions in Europe. But 
from the very inception of their govern-

DEATH OF MR.'C. P. N. BARKER 


Breathed His Last at Orlando, Fia., 
Wednesday.

Mr. C. P. N. Barker died Wednesday 
evening at his winter home in Orlando,

Contracts for Viaduet Will Be Awarded 
in Very Near Futore. 


ALDERMEN CONCUR YESTERDAY 


All Bridge Papers Passed by Council 
Are Now a Law. 


SHELTON CLAIM WILL NOT CAUSE DELAY 


The Claims and Bridge Committees 
Will Make a Satisfactory Set- 
tlement of Matter. 


HE resolutions passed by council last 

Monday for the erection of the Mitch- 

ell street viaduct went in force yester- 
day.

The railroad author!- 
tiles were immediately notified of the action 
of the city officials, and they will put their 
offer to give $40,000 of the total cost sn 
ieral and binding form.as they agreed to 
do after council had acted. The city has 
now fulfilled its part of the plan, and the 
railroads will not hesitate to fulfill theirs. 

The aldermanic board made the request 
of Mayor Collier that he award the con- 
tracts for the masonry and steel work 
as soon as possible. Every effort. will 
be made to finish the bridge this- year, 
and there is little doubt that it can be 
done. . The railroads will be heard from 
in the very near future, and immediately 
Mayor Collier will sign the contracts with 
Messrs. Grant WiWins, and Gude & 
Walker, who will begin the work a. 
soon as they can get the material on tae 
ground. 

The citizens of the first and fifth wards 
who have been clamoring for an outlet 
into the center of the city for so long, 
have won a victory at last. They have 
had a hard struggle, but ‘the splendid 
structure which will be theirs, and which 
will be a fitting ornament to that section 
of the city, will be full compensation for 
their work. 

The claim of Mr. 
damages to his warehouse,
